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FIRST AND LAST DINNER. 

Twelve friends, much about the same 
age, and fixed, by their pursuits, their 
family connections and other local inter- 
ests 1 as permanent inhabitants of the me- 
tropolis, agreed one day when they were 
drinking their wine at the Star end (Sartor, 
at Richmond, to institute an annual din- 
ner among themselves, under the follow- 
ing regulations : That they should dine 
alternately at eaeh other s houses on the 
first and last day of the year ; that the first 
bottle of wine uncorked at the first dinner 
should be recorked and put away, to be

There was something original and whim- 
sicl in the idea, and it was eagerly em 
braced.

So vc-ral years had elapsed, our eleven 
friends kept up their double anniversar 
ies as they aptly enough are called, with 
scarcely any perceptible chauge. But alas, 
there came one dinner at last, which was 
darkened by a calamity they never expect 
ed to witness ; for on that day, their frieud 
—companion — brothcr^almost — was hang- 
ed ! Yes, Stephen Rowland, the wit, the 
oracle, the life of their circle, had on the 
morning of that day forfeited his life upon 
a public scaffold, for having made a single 
strok of his pen in a wrong place.

Atlanta, lia , iu which the evideuee was 
eircunwnntiul. one of the coutisel for tbe 
defense told tbe following story of a trial 
which to.»k place in the same court thirty 
years ago :

Never lill a stove more than half or two 
thirds full of coal, even in the coldest weath- 
er. When the tire is low, never shake the 
grate or disturb the ashes, but add from 
ten to fifteen small lumps of coal, and set 
the draft open. When these arc heated 
through and somewhat ignited, add ihe. 
amount necessary for another fire; but do 
not disturb the ashes yet. Let the draft 
be open half au hour. Now shako out the 
ashes. The coal will be thoroughly igni- 
ted, and will keep the stove at a high beat 
from -six to twelve hours; accordiug to the 
coldness of the weather. 

For very cold weather: after the tire is 
made, according to rules first and third, 
add, every hour, twelve or twenty lumps of 
coal.

Shelby Railroad. 

We publish in our issue of to-day an act 
recently passed by the Legislature, au- 
thorizing the County Court of Shelby coun- 
ty tosubseribc. not exceeding $300,000 to 
the capital stock of the Shelby railroad 
company in behalf of a portion of the coun- 
tv. described in the act. The question to 
be submitted to the votes of that portion 
of th< ennty taxed. We believe that the 
boundary described will embrace more than 
three fourths of the entire property of the 
county. 

It will be perceived that the act has 
several peculiar merits. In the first place 
its fairness in apportioning the tax as near- 
ly as practicable in proportion to the inter- 
est of the tax payer in the railroad, and 
in the second place, in leaving out of the 
railro-d precincts those who have no in- 
tcrc.-t or. but a remote- interest in the road; 
»:iu in the tbird place, there are no twenty 
or thirty year bonds, to pay the interest of 
which, we are to be taxed the remainder of 
our livef and then leave the principal to be 
paid by our children. Hut. we look the 
whole debt square in tb<- f„ce. and assume 
its psMMSW • ursclve in tour or five easy 
pa} ments. V» • kaM M doubt tbut an •:. - 
fre>-m«:nt ui' out per cent . year for four or 
the year.- on t ail ton. pre. inc. No 1. at.d 
half a> much on No. 2. will pay off the 
wbole aojouut. 

There are very few who would not wil- 
lingly take an amount of stoc k equal to 
thoir tax to sec the road completed; for 
when we thus pla^e the burden equally up 
on the shoulders of all it is easily borne, 
whereas, if twe hundred lilmral minded 
citizens should be required under the vol- 
untary plan to take all of the stock, it 
would be more than they could bear.* It 
is but just that thi.« road which is for the 
benefit and comfort of all. should be made 
by contributions from all. 

It is of court* generally understood 
that this tax is for the purpose of eomplet 
ing the road began sumo fifteen years agn.

Raii.roai» Imi'Rovkments in Kentlc 
KV. — A correspondent of the Louisville 
Courier gives some plain facta accompa- 
nied with figures, ujt jii the subject of rail- 
roads in the State. For the benefit of those 
of our reade: B whe are behind tbe age in 
their ideas, and who do not believe in rail- 
roads, we make tbe following extract from 
the article referred to : 

If we would successfully develop tbe 
rich agricultural, mining, and manufactu- 
ring resources of our State, we must have 
rapid and cheap rausportation. If we 
would successfully compete with other 
cities and States, we must open up our rich 
counties to the energizing influences of the 
iron horse. 

Successful railroads through a rich couu- 
try always pay the original cost by the en- 
hancement of the value of real estate. This 
can be salely said of all the completed 
railroads in Kentucky. It is also a fact of 
which Louisville may feel a just pride, 
that no railroad constructed under her 
management has failed to pay a fair divi- 
dend. 

Xotwithstauding these facts, it is a seri- 
ii- reproach to Kentucky that she is so 
far behind her sister States iu railroad eti 
tcrprise. Tbe great coal and iron fields 
are not yet penetrated. If properly devel- 
oped they contain immense stores of wealth. 
Look at 1'enusylvania and Ohio, with their 
extensive net work of railroads, in every 
directions. They have grown rapidly and 
make u< tributary to them for mauy of the 
necessaries of life we have at our own doors. 

There is no State iu the Union with the 
wealth and population of Kentucky pos- 
sessing so short a line of railroad improve- 
ment. The following statistics, taken from 
the United states census of 1860, will il- 
lustrate this fact.

The Bankri i'T Bill.— The third bank- 
rupt bill which has been enacted since the 
organization of Government has become a 
law. The last one was passed by the 
Twenty-seventh Congress at its extra ses- 
sion, in 1841, but was repealed aooii after. 
The present one, iu consequence of the de- 
struction by war of the thousands of pri- 
vate fortunes in the South will be practi- 
cally a measure of reconstruction iu that 
quarter.

In the course of his remarks in the 
House.

There has been much said and written 
about the past political course of the dis- 
tinguished gentleman whom the Democra- 
cy of the Fourth Congressional district 
have chosen to repreijent in the Fortieth 
( fofjgMM.

An Act to amend the Charter of 
the Shelby Railroad Company, 
and to authorize certain Dis 
tricts in Shelby County to sub- 
scribe Stock in the same. 

Be it enacted by the Gem ral Assembly of 

the Commouvctalth of Kentucky: 

SEC. 1. That the President and Di- 
rectors of the Shelby Railroad Company, 
in addition to the powers granted by the 
General Charter, shall have power to con- 
tract with the President and Directors of 
the Louisville & Frankfort Railroad Com- 
pany, and agree upon the terms perma- 
nently upon which they may have the use 
of the said Louisville & Frankfort road 
between Junction and Louisville, up- 
on which to run the cars of the Shelby 
Railroad Company : or may contract with 
said Louisville A. Frankfort Railroad Com- 
pany, and surrender to them, permanently 
or temporarily, the right to run the entire 
rout between Shelbyville and Louisville 
upon such terms as may he agreed upon. 

Sm . 2. The County' Court of Shelby 
county shall subscribe for stock in the 
Shelliy Railroad Company . upon the fol- 
lowing terms and conditions : Upon the 
written application of the President and 
Directors of said road setting forth their 
desire that the said subscription shall be 
made, and the amount to be subscribed 
not exceeding three hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and requesting the question to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified voters in that por- 
tion of said county, embraced in the fol- 
lowing described districts, viz : First — 
Beginning at the Jefferson and Shelby 
county line, at a point West of the resi- 
dence of Demoss; thence East, in- 
cluding said residence, to the residence of 
Mrs. Carpenter, inclusive ; thence, to the 
residence of John T. Aud, inclusive ; 
thence to the residence of Thomas Smith, 
inclusive ; thence to the residence of W. 
N. Beckham, inclusive; thence to the 
residence of Ormsby Gray, inclusive ; 
thence East, to Bullskin creek : thence, 
with said creek, to the mouth of Clear 
creek ; thence to Reuben Smith's, inclus- 
ive ; thence East, to the residence of 
F. H. Garnett, inclusive; thence to the 
residence of W. H. Ballard, inclusive ; 
thence to the residence of Henry Pettin- 
ger, inclusive; thence East, to Guist's 
creek : thence, up said creek, and with its 
meanders, to the residence of I^onard 
Scearcc. inclusive : thence to the resi- 
dence of Dr. A. S. Frederick, inclusive; 
thence to the residence of James Mc- 
(iaughey. inclusive ; thence to the resi- 
dent- of Joseph G. Bird, inclusive ; 
thence to the residence of John White, in- 
clusive ; thence to the residence of Rob- 
ert Hanna. inclusive ; thence to the resi- 
dence of David Hunter ; inclusive ; thence 
to the store of A. E. Todd, inclusive: 
thence, w ith the Aiken road, to the resi- 
dence of <;eorge Hudson, exclusive; thence 
to the residence of Bryant Davis, exclus- 
ive; thence to the residence of R. A. Wel- 
mon, inclusive; thence West, to the Jef- 
erson county line ; thence with said line 
to the beginning. All contained in said 
boundary to be called Railroad Precinct 
No. 1 . Second — All that portion of said 
county not included in said District, em- 
braced in Election Precincts numbers one, 
two. five, six and seven, except that part 
of number five lying North of Railroad 
Precinct number one. The whole to be 
called Railroad Preciuet Number Two. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the 
County Court to enter such written appli- 
cation at length upon the record, and there 
upon make an order, commanding the 
Sheriff of the county, on a day to be 
named in the order, to open the polls at 
each of the voting places in election pre- 
cincts — No. 1, No. 2, No. 4, No. 5, No. 
6 and No. 7 — for the State officers, and 
to take the vote of the qualified voters in 
Railroad Precincts Number One and 
Number Two. upon the question, "shall 
the County Court subscribe for and in be- 
half of the tax-payers in Railroad Pre- 
cincts Number One and Number Two. the 
amount proposed in said written applica- 
tion, and levy double the ad valorem lax 
on the property in Precinct Number One, 
that shall be levied on the property in 
Precinct Number Two. to- pay the same." 
The County Court shall have an assess- 
ment made ol the property in said district, 
and the Court, in making said assessment, 
may follow and use the State assessment 
for said purpose, as far as practicable. A 
reasonable compensation shall be allowed 
the assessor, for his services, by the 
County Court. The Judges, Sheriffs and 
Clerks of the Slate Elections, appointed 
to superintend the elections of State of- 
ficers, shall attend at the respective voting 
places aforesaid and conduct the election, 
and. upon the failure of any of said offi- 
cers to attend, those who do, shall appoint 
and qualify others in their places. At 
least twenty days previous notice in some 
paper published in the county shall be 
given by the Sheriff. 

Sec 4. The poll-books shall be kept 
open as required by the Constitution, and 
the books shall be certified by the officers 
of the election, and returned to the officer 
of the Clerk of the County Court on the 
third day after the election. The officers 
of the election in those election precincts, 
divided by the lines of the Railroad Pre- 
cincts, shall record the voters residing in 
railroad precincts Number One and Num- 
ber Two in separate books or columns. 

Sec 5. It shall be ihe duty of the 
County Judge and Clerk of County Court 
to count the vote for and against said sub- 
scription, and if a majority of all the votes 
cast in Railroad Precinct Number One 
shall be in favor of said subscription, and 
a majority of the aggregate vote cast shall 
be in favor of the said subscription, the 
Judge shall forthwith fix a term of his 
Court and give at least six days notice of 
the time and object of holding said Court, 
by notice, in writing, at the Court House 
door, and thereupon it shall be the duty of 
said Court to make said subscription. 

Sec. 6. The said subscription shall be 
paid from time to time, as the President and 
Directors may apply for the same, in the 
following manner : The Judge shall issue 
his bonds for and on behalf of Railroad 
Precincts Number One and Number Two 
for not exceeding one half of said sub- 
scription, payable at such time and place 
in the State of Kentucky, as may be des- 
ignated by the County Court, not exceed- 
ing six years, bearing interest at the rate 
of six per cent, per annum, with coupons 
attached, payable to the President and Di- 
rectors of the Shelby Railroad Company 
and their successors. One-fourth of the 
whole amount of said subscription shall 
be raised by an ad valorem tax on the real 
and personal estate, within the said pre- 
cincts subject to taxation for revenue pur- 
poses. The same to be collected within 
one year from the date of said application. 
One-fourth shall be assessed and collected, 
in the same manner, within two years from 
said application. 

Sec. 7. The County Court, in assess- 
ing and collecting taxes under this act, 
•hall, for every mill of ad valorem tax as-

sessed upon the properly situated in Kail- 
road Precinct Number Two, assess two 
mills of ml valortm tax on the property 
situated in Railroad Precinct Number One. 

Sec. 8. The said laxes shall he collect- 
ed as State taxes are colb-eied. and at the 
same time, and shall be a hen on the prop- 
erty held by the various owners until paid. 
"Provided that the Stale shall have a 
prior lieu lor all taxes due the same. " The 
officer collecting ihe same shall have full 
power to distrain as the Sheriff has to dis- 
train for State Revenue, and may lew up- 
on and sell land as the same is sold under 
execution. 

SEC. 9. The Sheriff of Shelby county 
shall collect said taxes so levied, but, be- 
fore he does so, he shall exeeute bond with 
good security iu the Count v Court of 
Shelby county, payable to Commonwealth I 
of Kentucky, for the use of 'Shelb\ county, 
conditioned lor the faithful diM-baruc ol hrs 
duties under this act. I pon which bond 
suit may be instituled in the name of the , 
Common wealth ol Keiituckv, for nn\ 
breach of said bond: should ihe Sheriff tail 
or refuse to give said bond, then the Coun- 
ty Court of Shelbv eount\ shall appoint 1 
some other person to collect said taxes re- | 
quiring of him a bond as provided for in 
case of the Sheriff, w ho shall he suh|ce| to 
same liability' as Sheriff, had he executed 
the bond. 

SEC. Kb It shall be the duty of Un- 
collecting officer to give to the persons from 
whom he may collect any tax under the 
provisions of this act, a receipt, specifying 
the amount paid and the time of pavment. 

Sec. II. Whenever the amount ol said 
receipts equal to fifty dollars or more shall 
be presented to the President and Direc- 
tors of said road, they shall issue to the 
holder a certificate of Hock paid in to the 
amount of receipts surrendered, and the 
said person shall be from that time a stock- 
holder in said road, and entitled to all the 
privileges of other stockholders. 

Sec. 12. The County Court shall from 
time to time impose a tax to provide for 
the interest and principal of said bonds, and 
the said court may at any time, ll it deems 
it right, impose a tax upon the real and 
personal estate in said districts to pay the 
whole or any part of the principal of said 
bonds. The amount so paid, shall be treat- 
ed as stock, and so disposed of as is pro- 
vided in the 1 1th clause of this act. Pro- 
Tided, that at no lime shall a greater tax 
than two cents on the dollar be collected. 

Sec. 13. The Treasurer of the Railroad 
Company shall be a receiver, to collect 
and receive the money from the Sheriff. 

Sec. 14. The County Judge, and Coun- j 
ty Clerk, and the Treasurer of the Rail- I 
road Company, shall, ex-ojficio, constitute | 
a Board of Commissioners of the Sinking j 
Fund; whose duty it shall be to BUUUtfjwH 
the fund for the payment of the interest i 
on the bonds and final payment of the ! 
principal thereof, w hen funds for that pur- I 
pose shall be placed at their disposal. 

St<* 15. The Collector of said tax shall 
receive such compensation as shall he 
aw arded by the County Court, not exceed- 
ing two per cent. 

Sec. 16. Persons living within one of 
said railroad precincts, owning land in one 
body, lyingpartly in both of said precincts, I 
shall be taxed on the whole as being in the 
precinct in w hich he resides. The lands of 
non-residents shall be taxed according to 
the rate assessed on the precinct in w hich I 
the lands, or the greater part, are situated. 

Sec. 17. It is a condition of granting i 
this amendment to the charter of said 
Company, that no part of the voluntary 
subscriptions made to the Capital Stock 
of said company in the years 1859 and 
INf.O shall be collected from those persons 
w ho are taxed to pay the subscription made 
by the County Court of Shelby county. 
This provision shall also apply to sub- 
scriptions made at that time by persons 
now deceased, whose estates arc taxed in 
possession of their heirs or devisees. 

Sec. 18. This act to take effect from 
the day of its passage.

A Prophecy of Retribution— 
Gloomy Reflections. 

The tenerable Nathan Lord. D. D., for 
a third of a century President of Dartmouth 
College. New Hamsbire. amid all the po- 
litical infatuation and religion.* fanaticism 
that has surrounded him aud that com- 
pelled him finally to surrender the position 
he had so long adorned, adhere* steadfast- 
ly to the principles and opinious that he 
espoused betore the insanity that now pre- 
vails in his section of the country h-.< ] be- 
come general. The Charleston Mercury 
publishes a portion of a private letter writ- 
ten by him last month to one of his former 
pupils, extract- from which we subjoin : 

1 do not justify, in point of Christian 
principle or common prudence, the meth- 
ods by which you sought redress of the 
wrongs you have, for more than a genera- 
tion, received from the North. But I 
more blame ourselves, first, for our denun- 
ciation of slavery itself, in distinction from 
its abuses, and then for our "irrepressible 
conflict' with it, undertaken upon false 
moral and political grounds, and carried on 
hatefully, as it has been, after a Mahome- 
tan fashion. Were this institution a ma- 
lum in sc. and not sometimes a conserva- 
tive necessity ior all the parties, our meth- 
od of overcoming it has been, from first to 
last, unworthy of a Christian people. We 
have done the work. We have given you 
a dreadful punishment But, as we have 
done it in unrighteousness, our retribution 
some time, somehow, will come, perhaps to 
a general dissolution. 

Yet I dare not speculate about the future. 
* * I fold my hands, and await upon the 
providence of God. But »n the geueral 
and in the long run I sec no good before 
us. Judgment will come. 
******** 

I think thus the rather because I seem 
to .sec au approaching catastrophe ef all 
the nations. The world has grown old in 
transgression. From East to West the ex- 
periment of reforming and saving it has 
beeu tried in vain. AVc are the western- 
most and last; and now that Christianized 
Anglo Saxon republican wisdom has Jail- 
ed, instead of calling on God tor help, we 
are calling upon the negro. We look to a 
brutifieu, shiftless and licentious people to 
aid us in the work of self-government, 
which has been imposible to ourselves, and 
which I now believe is imposible on earth. 
******** 

The demonstration seems now almoct 
complete that man can neither govern nor 
be governed, nor govern himself, and that 
the .ast failure will somehow prove the 
greatest of all. The volcanic throes of the 
nations to overturn arbitrary power will 
be ultimately successful. Then liberty, 
equality and fraternity will have its short 
day, and when its Babel seems to be com- 
pleted, the dream of earth will vanish. 
******** 

Here all such prophecying is in vain. I 
find myself almost alone. I sometimes im- 
agine that I could do more among your 
people, and even among the outcasts, suf- 
fering perishing negroes, than among the 
philanthropists who have given them a 
boon which they know not how to use, 
and which these boasters never would have 
given them, but to make them subservient 
to their fanatical enterprises or their lust 
of power. But my day is past. What can 
one at three score and fifteen do but to re- 
pose, and prate, and lament? 

How John C. Calhoun was Orr wit- 
ted. — An interesting letter appears in the 
St. Louis Republican. Ex Senator Jones, 
in a recent communication, said that John 
C. Calhoun did not deliver the speech 
which he had prepared against his (Jones'; 
Territorial bill — "I having had the tact 
to have the same called up and acted up- 
on during his absence from the Senate 
chamber." 

The writer iu the Republican says that 
the "tact employed was this : 

' The Hon. George W. Jones, or the 
General as he is more iamilliarly known at 
home, was. and is a great ladies' man. 
Knowing the opposition t<> his Territorial j 
bill' on the part of Mr. Calhoun, and that 
a speech from that distinguished states 
man would defeat it. he set his. wits to work 
to procure the absence of Mr. Calhoun 
when the bill would be called up. To ac- 
complish this he paid very marked atten- 
tention to a lady relative of Mr. Calhoun 
then at the capital, and wa- so kind, po- 
lite and entertaining, that she, feeling un- 
der obligation* to him lor the same, inad- 
vertently expressed the hope that cjfeam 
stances might throw it in her way to ren- 
der him some service. This was just what 
the General wanted, and he immediate] v 
said 'You can, if you will, do mc the 
greatest favor in the world:' and went oa 
to explain the Territorial bill, and the op- 
position of Mr. Calhoun thereto. Now. 
said the Genera!, it will come up on such 
a day, you be in the gallery, and when I 
send you my card, call out Mr. Calhoun 
and on some pretext keep him out for an 
hour or two. She consented and carried 
out the arrangement, and during that ab- 
sence the bill wa» passed, and Mr. Calhoun 
didii t have au opportunity to oppose. — 
That, Mr. Editor, is George W Jones's 
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SM-llaiuous.
